Sorry to note that the employniont situation ts 
eiot getting much better, and we do not believe it 
is going to gct any ioctter until the workingnien 
clear it them elves by showing a willingness to 
work at prevailing wages without going on strikes 
and causing troubles. Without going: into the 
merits of any cese watever, the fact remains that 
the big industries are not going to renew activity 
until all danger of industrial trewbles in the way 
ef strikes are over. They are evidently playing 
a waiting game, and as they are in a position to 
do so, and the toiler 43 not, the toiler, of course, 
is getting the worst end of it. First we had the big 
strike of all the shipbuilders’ crafts, with eigit 
months of idleness on that account and final loss 
of the strike by the workers. Then we had the 
strike of the seamen, with all the vessels tiled up 
for a long time and shipping by water paralyzed, 
effecting many people not seamen—that strike also 
was lost and failed. Theh came \the tieup ‘of all 
building, with the building trades (rats all prac- 
tically out of employment for halfla year. That 
also failed. Now we have a strike vote being taken 
by 2, 500,000 railroad workers, who threaten to 
tie up every railroad i nthe country. What the 
result of the vote may be no one knows, but until 
it is known no big industry in. going to start up 
. or increase its activities, for it realizes that if it 
cannot ship its profuct there is no use in making itt. 
And. there you are. ‘The men“may all right. 
We are not-saying they are not, but merely stating 
fa And thore facts point clearly that businesp 
is not gcing to resume tnd unemployment diminish 
until all these strikes and strike votes are over 
with. Whether they will ever be over with we do 
not know, but hope they will some day. As long 
as the strike is continually used as a means by 
organized labor, organized capital may be depended 
upon to increase rather than decrease unemploy- 
ment. It is too bad that some other means ecan- 
not be found to settle and adjust differences be- 
tween these two great forces of industry. 


All things considered, there is considerable butia- 
ing going on in and around Richmond. There are 
four brick blocks in progress of erection on Mac- 
donald avenue, and perhaps a ‘hundred dwellings 
going up ih various sections of the city, including 
several apartment and flat buildings. Out at the 
municipal wharf there are signs of activity, with 
men at work building an addition to the warehouse 
and oding other work preliminary to ‘the govern- 
mem getting busy, if it ever does, with a dredger 
on the channei and fulkheads, Any business man 
who took half -as long :o do anything as the gov- 
erninent does would go broke in no time, and the 
sovernment would ¢o broke, also, if it did not put 
its hand in the pockets of every oné of us and 
filch four tbillions of our hard earned wmoney. 

There is one bright ray of sunshine ahead of all 
of us, anyway, and that is the fact that our farm- 
ers have raised bumper crops. and so none of us 
are going hungry this coming winter. This. is true 
al over the state and the tiation, and the farmers’ 
contribution to the wealth of the nation igs many 
billions of dollars. ‘Food prices are not quite as 
high as they were a while back, and we can all eat, 
anyhow. And ‘if we all have plenty to eat and a 
place to sleep, that is abbut all there is in this old 
world, at best, for the rest is only the froth we 
blow off a stein of—er, charlot russe. So forget 
your troubles, if you can, and think, instead, of 
the coming Thanksgiving dinner, with the kiddies 
around the table, faces. smeared two inches thick 
with jam and pumpkin pie-
